It 
is proposed to obtain the following: 10U 
blnekgnaic. Till or 2.*» capercaillie, 200 
partridges and IHO woodcock. We have 
ascertained that the expense wtoH be 
much too great in the ease of blnekgatiie 
and capercaillie, were the birds to be ob¬ 
tained through dealers. Tlenry Cross, of 
Liverpool, quotes £4.10s. per pair as the 
price of blsckgame, and more for capor- 
vaillle. 1 have suggested to the various 
guiiie protection societies that the re¬ 
quisite number of birds eonld probably 
be obtained'by asking the help of sports¬ 
men, owners of estates and shootings in 
England and Scotland, ami who might tie 
inclined to donate a few bird* eneb.
